eCAL is, actually, the Library's acronym for 
electronic Current Acquisitions List. Since it 
started operating in June 1996 at Ladislawa and 
PC A campuses, the Library had been announcing 
through the printed format, new acquisitions 
whether these were purchased, or donated by 
friends, networks, and linkages. The Library had 
been publishing CAL the past many years, and we 
hope you regularly received your copies. 


Secondly, the eCAL is not just a mere listing. It is 
hyperlinked, perhaps a feat unprecedented in the 
history of modern libraries. By clicking on the 
title highlighted in blue color, one will be directed 
right away to the UP Mindanao’s Online Public 
Access Catalog (OPAC). Through the database 
iLib, a prospective user will be alerted 
immediately on the status of a specific title 
whether it is on shelf, on loan, or some other 
relevant notations. 

When one has no time yet to physically visit the 
Library, an eCAL listed title can be reserved to be 
picked-up at an appointed time. A borrower, 
however, must have a Library online circulation 
record to avail of this facility. 


With transition and transformation in the history 
and development of the UP Mindanao Library 
System and issues related to resource 
management, we stopped its printed format. That 
cessation was a blessing in disguise. Advanced 
forms of communication have evolved, stringent 
requirements have to be addressed, users need 
pampering while some personalities just want our 
attention for no reason at all even at public fora to 
the point where we have been denigrated, all these 
motivated us to move forward in this information 
and knowledge millennium. 

Emerging from forced hibernation, the Library is 
giving CAL a new lease of life to be of service 
first to UP Mindanao constituencies, then the UP 
System users, the Filipino nation, and finally, to 
global researchers.

This maiden issue covers agribusiness 
economics, and management.

First, faculty members of UP Mindanao who have 
established themselves as researchers and 
internationally acknowledged subject experts, 
carefully selected the listed collections. This 
aspect guarantees library readers and users quality 
content, that as one turns each page can come to 
the conclusion that Filipino taxpayers’ money was, 
indeed, well- spent.
